Conservation Education Through a variety of programs, 
the Federation seeks improved conservation educational methods, 
encourages the training of teachers, and provides useful materials 
for schools, youth groups, and adult organizations. 

Management of Resources Through public meetings 
I and hearings, Federation personnel encourage an intelligent appre¬ 
ciation of natural resources and their inter-relationships. The Federa¬ 
tion recommends sound management policies and programs, 
based on scientific information, to conserve and perpetuate plants, 

I wildlife, soils, clean air and unpolluted water. The Federation 

S believes in management which both protects resources and per- 

i i mits their use for industrial development, improved standards of 
I living, outdoor recreation, and education under the democratic 
j processes of free enterprise and government. 

Witdiife The Federation recognizes the esthetic and recrea- 
| tional values of wildlife as being highly important to the public 
welfare and strives by educational means to protect and enhance 
I these values, including the quality of wildness in game and the 
I attitude of sportsmanship in man. 

Wildlife Research The National Wildlife Federation fully 
endorses and encourages scientific research upon which sound 
I management policies and programs can be based. 

Air Pollution Control The National Wildlife Federation 
recognizes that the pollution of air has become a problem which 
must be attacked if Americans are to enjoy wholesome and pro- 
j ductive lives. 

Water Resources The Federation believes it is basic for 
the public to understand that projects and programs for the pre¬ 
vention of floods should begin on the uplands and in the head¬ 
waters of streams and therefore endorses a sound watershed 
protection and management program. The Federation believes 
that wildlife and recreational uses should receive consideration 
I proportional to other resource values in the multiple use plan- 

I ning of river development projects and watershed programs. 

Water Pollution Control The Federation believes that 
every user of water—citizen, industry, or municipality—has the 
I social responsibility and moral duty to return that water as clean 

as when it was taken. The Federation recognizes and encourages 
! fair laws and regulations to restore polluted waters and to protect 
unpolluted waters from degradation. 



Natural Stream Values Certain streams are uniquely 
rich in scenery or productive of fish and wildlife, thus being 
particularly valuable for human recreational pursuits and esthetic 
enjoyment. In such streams, the natural assets outweigh in public 
benefits and importance the values which might be attained 
through other water developments. 

Public Eands The Federation recognizes the wealth in pub¬ 
lic lands for timber production, grazing, mining, water supply, and 
outdoor recreation. These vast resources, we believe, must be 
managed on a multiple use basis and held in trust for the benefit 
of all American citizens. 

Parks and Monuments Areas rich in natural beauty, 
scenic splendor, historic value and outdoor recreational opportun¬ 
ity should be held or set aside in public ownership. The Federation 
stands ready to defend such areas against unseeming commerciali¬ 
zation or development which alters or destroys the values for 
which the areas are established. 












The National Wildlife Federation is a private, non-profit, non¬ 
governmental educational organization composed of state asso¬ 
ciations and their affiliated local conservation groups representing 
more than two million Americans interested in the wise use and 
protection of America's natural resources. The Federation, organ¬ 
ized in 1936 during the first North American Wildlife Conference, 
is now the world's largest private conservation organization. 

How Activities Of The Federation Are Financed 
Activities are financed by civic-minded persons who each year 
send in voluntary contributions in exchange for Wildlife Conserva¬ 
tion Stamps, or purchase nature-related merchandise, or enroll as 
Associate Members of National Wildlife or as youth members of 
Ranger Rick's Nature Club. The Federation is proud of the fact 
that it has been able, over the past years, to make available for 
conservation education activities every cent of pure contributions 
received. Officers and Directors receive no salary for services per¬ 
formed for the Federation. 

Services The National Wildlife Federation: Q Sponsors 
Ranger Rick's Nature Club for young people and publishes Ranger 
Rick's Nature Magazine for members. Q] Publishes National Wild¬ 
life Magazine, widely used in libraries and classrooms. Q] Partici¬ 
pates in teachers' workshops and conferences. Q Provides educa¬ 
tional materials for Scouts and other youth groups Q] Distributes 
conservation materials to teachers. 'Q Cooperates with women's 
clubs, garden groups, and sportsmen's organizations. Distributes 
a semi-monthly, 16-page newsletter, Conservation News, to per¬ 
sons interested in natural resource problems and issues. Q Dis¬ 
tributes a weekly bulletin, Conservation Report, covering all re¬ 
source legislation being considered by the Congress. [[] Distributes 
more than 400,000 pieces of educational literature annually on a 
free or nominal-cost basis Q Prepares and distributes informative 
and educational conservation materials to radio and tv stations. 

National Wildlife Week Since 1938, the Federation and 
its state affiliates have annually sponsored National Wildlife Week 
to focus public attention on specific problems relating to resource 
conservation. 

Financial Grants Each year, fellowships are awarded by 
the National Wildlife Federation to assist graduate students in con¬ 
servation courses and in research efforts. In addition, the Federa¬ 
tion has made grants directly to research groups for studies of 
special significance. 

Endowments National Wildlife Federation Endowment, Inc., 
a separate non-profit corporation was established to assure the 
effective continuity of the Federation's programs. Each contribu¬ 
tion, bequest, or grant in excess of $100 automatically becomes 
a part of the Endowment Fund. 

Tax Status The National Wildlife Federation is exempt under 
Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code. All contributions 
to the Federation's conservation education program, or to the 
Endowment Fund are deductible for income tax purposes.
